Claim 1 has been amended to redte the Isndtationsfonnertyi^ted in de 
and intervening claim 11. IntheOffice Action, the Examiner objected to claim 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but indicated that claim 13 would be allowable if re-written 
imo independent form. Claim 1 and its respective dependent claims are now in condition for 
allowance. 



Claim 1 4 has been amended to be in independent form, including the limitations formerly 
recited in base claim 1 and intervening claim 11. In the Office Acdon» the Examiner objected to 
daim 14 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but indicated that daim 14 would be 
allowable if re-written into independent form. Claim 14 is now in condition for allowance. 



Claim 1 7 is a computer readable medium claim that generally corre^onds to method daim 
1. like claim 1, daim 17 has been amended to recite limitations similar to those of former 
dependent claim 13 and fonner intervening daim 11. Qaim 17 and its dependent daim IS are 
now in condition for allowance. 



Claim 19 has been amended to redte the limitations formeriy recited in dependent daim 
20. In tiie dflSce Action, the &camtner objected to daim 20 as being dependmt upon a rejected 
base daim, but indicated that daim 20 would be allowable if ro-written into independent fonn.

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Jn ad^on, AppUcants have fuitber amended daim 19 to require that a weight Actor used 
in calculatmg the wdghted sum conqmses a number of pilot ^nnobols in the accumulated pilot 
qrmbolsmuttiptted by a constant Notably, to the estfem the prior art appKed by the Examiner 
(U.S. patent 5.412,686 to Ling) uses weight factors, the wdgbt fictors themselves are constant. 
In contrast, if the weight &ctor comprises a number of pilot ^mbols in the accumulated pilot 
symbols muhiidied by a constant (as now defined in many of Applicant's daims). the weight 
^or changes ^n the number of frilot ^rmbois diange. 

Claim 19 and its respective dependent claims are now in condition for allowance. 

Claim 2 J 

Claim 21 has been rewritten in independent fimn. In the Office Action, the Examine 
objected to claim 2 1 as bemg dependent upon a rejected base daim, but indicated that claim 2 1 
would be allowable if re^writtea into independent form. 

In addition. Applicants have fiuther amended claim 21 to reqwre that a weight 6ctor used 
in calculating the wdgbted sum comprises a number of pilot symbols m the accumulated pilot 
symbols nmltipUed by a constant. As claim 21 has been drafted to be m independent form, this 
daim is now in condition for allowance. According^, dependent dahn 22 is also in condition &t 
allowance. 

Claim23 

Claim 23 has been amended to be in independent form. In the Office Action, the Examiner 
objected to daim 23 as being dependent upon a rqected base daim. but indicated that daim 23 
would be allowable if rewritten into independent form. 

In addition, Applicants have fiirther amended claim 23 to require that a wdgbt fitctor used 
in calculating the weighted sum comprises a number of pilot symbols in the accumulated pilot 
symbols nniltii^ed by a constant Claim 23 is now in condition for allowance. 

Claims 27 and 29 

Chums 27 and 29 are syst«n daims that have been amended to recite limitations similar to 
those of clahn 1> outlified above. In particular, like dahn 1. daims 27 and 29 have been amended 
to recite limitations ^mihir to those of fi>nner dependent claim 13 and fonner intervenmg claim 
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IL Claim 27 and hs dependent dahn 28 are now in condition for allowance, and claim 29 and its 
dependent claim 30 are now in condition for allowance. 

Claim 3 1 is a compiter readable tnedium 
14. likedaim Hdaim 31 recites limitations simito 

former ititerveningGlaim 11 and fonner dependent claim 14. Newdaim31 is in condition for 
aHowance. 



}fm claims 32 mtd 33 

New daims 32 and 33 are i^stem daims that redte Unntations sinular to those of claim 14, 
outlined above. In particular, like daim 14, new claims 32 and 33 recite limitations ^nnlar to 
those of former independent daim 1, fonner intervening daim 11 and former dependent daim 14. 
New daims 32 and 33 are in condition for allowance.
